STOBM-TOSSED. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Nov. 3.—One of the 


most severe storms for years was experi- 
enced at this point yesterday. There were 
many coasting and fishing schooners at 
anchor to the outer and inner harbor when 
the gale began, and a large number dragged 
their anchors and narrowly escaped going to 
ruin.

The Italian bark Andrew Levies and the 


schooner Henry B. Winship dragged their 
anchors and struck the piers, doing consid- 
erable damage. The steamship Worcester, 
of the Prince Edward Island Line, put into 
this port for a harbor at eleven p. m. 


FHOVISCKTOWW, Mass., Nov. 8.—A fleet 


of about one hundred and fifty coasters, 
with the fishing steamer Novelty and the 
I'uited States cutter Gallatin were at an- 
chor in the harbor during the storm yester- 
day and several collisions occurred. The 
fishing schooner Elsie M. Smith, of Port- 
land, dragged her anchor, fouling 
the 


fishing schooner Polar Wave, of Glou- 
cester, and carrying away 
both masts 


and the bowsprit of the Polar Wave. 
The 


Smith then cut her cables and ran ashore 
near the steamboat doclc. Her stern was 
badly damaged and her main boom carried 
away. The schooner Vf. F. Miller, of Bos- 
ton, dragged her anchor and went ashore 
near Cook's wharf, but will probably float 
off at the next tide without sustaining 
serious damage. The British schooner Ve- 
lante and the schooner Balloon, of Winter- 
port, dragged ashore on the flats. Several 
of 
the 
vessels dragged their anchors 


badly. The schooner Longwood fouled the 
schooner Emma Higgins at the railroad 
dock. and. the Longwood's jiubooin w.is 
caaried away. The fishing schooner Willie 
Kiulix, of Provincetown, came in collision 
with the schooner Charles Foster, and the 
Eiidix's foremast and bowsprit were carried 
away. The schooner Ocean as lost an an- 
chor. 
Several yachts and fishing boats 


were either sunk or dashed into pL-eeson 
the beach.

With 


he single exception of wheat the aggre- 
[ate yield of small grains for IbSo is 
argely in excess of that for 1SS4. Surveys 
'or a number of new lines of railroad have 
)een made, and the Governor believes that 
auother six months will see many new en- 
terprises of this character under headway 
or completed. Tile Territory has developed 
a number of manufacturing establishments 
within the last few yeais, embracing woolen 
mills, flour mills, quarries, breweries, ma- 
chine-shops, etc. 


Reference is made to the Constitutional 
onvention held this fall, and the Governor 


makes a long argument in favor of the ad- 
mission of the Territory to the Union. At- 
tention is directed to the necessity of pro- 
tecting the school lauds of Dakota from 
squatters,and it is recommended that the Ter- 
ritorial Government be authorized to take 
possession of and control them.
